Help the V.O.N. Help Belleville 

Citizens have this week an opportunity 
to co-operate in making possible the most 
efficient service which the Victorian 
Order of Nurses branch can reer the 
people of this city. Individual contribu- 
tions are necessary to enable this to be 
done. 

The V.O.N. provides nationwide. nursing 

care in the home on a visit basis, It is the 
modern development of the age-old care of 
the sick in the home, a tradition which has 
been handed down from times immemorial. 
Under the complexity of modern life the 
responsibility shifts from the individual 
and here is where the V.O.N. comes in. 
. It has been said that such a service is “a 
university of the household, leading to 
higher degrees of gentleness, cleanliness 
and the skill of the trained eye'and hand.” 
The nursing care given one individual 
often opens an entire household to a whole 
plan of family health teaching. 

The importance of the work done in 

Belleville by the V.O.N, may be gathered 
by the facts which follow. In 1940 over 
100 pre-school children were inoculated 
against whooping, cough and - over 20 
against diphtheria. 
* Last year 1,187 patients were cared for 
and 6,145 visits were made to patients. 
There were 3,674 free bedside nursing 
visits and 2,345 visits to mothers and 
babes: . 

It requires approximately $4,000 to 
carry on this work for one year in 
Belleville. Apart from the municipa] grant 
and fees collected by the nurse, $1,500 is 
neéded annually to ensure her services to 
those unable to pay 

The nurse assists in raising the standard 
of health in the home by her visits, care 
and advice. She contacts an entire family 
in many homes, she understands their 
problems and they in turn through her 
catch a glimpse of the problem of organ- 
ized society, particularly as to the preser- 
vation of health, public and individual. 

Envelopes have been distributed to 
every home in the city in the hope that 
some contribution to the work of the 
V-O.N. will be made by each family. 
Generous co-operation with the V.O.N., is 
besought. 

Better health and lower health cost of 
health services are two of the results of 
the V.O.N, nursing visits,

Tokyo Paper Says

Shipbuilding Plant at Nikolaev 
A Dismal Scene as Nazis Entered City 





By ERNEST FISCHER 


(Associated Preas Staff Writer) 


Nikolaev, German-Occupled Rus- 
sia, Oct. 18—(Delayed)—(AP)—The 
Germans are trying to make use of 
Russia’s great naval shipbuilding 
plant here near the mouth of the 
Bug River, ‘east of Odessa. 

However, two months after the 
capture of the city, the waterfront 
still presents a war-torn picture. 

A 35,000-ton battleship which the 
Russians had under construction 
here was found but laymen express- 
ed belief it would require at least 
two years to complete the ship. 

Among other naval units under 
construction when the Germans 
took the city were an 8,000-ton 
cruzer and two submarines esti- 
mated at 250 and 400 tons, 

_ Workshops under the cruiser were 

burned out and the hull blackened 
by fire, The submarine hulls were 
blistered and scaffolding had col- 
lapsed under the heat of flrea left 
by the Russians, 

Some 2,000 workers are employed 
in the shipyards, the Germans said.
